actually had--happened to several hundred - 


men and women who had been. accepted for 
life insurance 30 or 40 years before. 


What much influenced me also was a 
paper written years ago by a good friend of 
mine, an able stomach specialist, who, for 
over 25 years, kept in touch with more than 
200 people with silent gallstones, and found 
that most of them lived out their lives with- 


out getting into any serious trouble because 
of their stones, 


At perhaps hundreds of autopsies on older 
people I have séen the pathologist find. gall- 
stones. Then we would ask the surviving 
children if their parent had ever suffered 
from the stones, and usually they would 
say, “No.” The faet that [ do not get oper- 
ated on for my stones shows how I feel 
about this subject. ~ ae 

As I often say in this column, we doctors 
have a bad habit, but a rather necessary 
one, when we are terribly rushed and busy, 
of saying to a nervous patient, “Here’s your
